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Aa  widows,  otherwise  eligible,  are  not  now  required  to 
connect  the  death  of  their  husbands  with  disease  or  disa- 
bilities incurred  in  the  service,  the  number  of  cases  in  this 
claBB  up  to  Dec.  31, 1892,  have  increased  to  1,707,  involving 
difibursementB  of  nearly  $S2,800. 

MrLiTART  Aid  to  Indigent  Soldiers  and  Sailors. 

Under  the  Act  relating  to  Military  Aid,  chapter  279, 
Acts  of  1889,  there  was  disbursed  to  1,550  soldiers  and 
sailors  the  sum  of  $132,252.38,  one-half  of  which  sum 
($66,126.19)  was  reimbursed  by  the  State,  a  net  decrease 
of  $22,367.34  from  the  amount  expended  for  the  same  class 
the  preceding  year. 

This  marked  decrease  was  mostly  caused  by  the  men 
receiving  United  States  pensions,  rendering  further  aid 
under  this  statute  unnecessary. 

The  Commissioners  have  now  three  agents  who  are  con- 
stantly employed  in  visiting  cities  and  towns,  making  thor- 
ough investigations  in  all  cases  where  there  ia  a  doubt  or 
uncertainty  as  to  the  justice  or  propriety  of  granting 
Slate  Aid. 

Their  work  is  well  done,  producing  satisfactory  results. 
Hundreds  of  cases  are  examined  at  the  Commissioners' 
office,  which  is  totally  inadequate  in  size  and  convenience 
for  the  work. 

The  medical  examinations  made  by  Surgeon  General  Kit- 
tredge  in  the  141  cases  sent  to  him  have  beenof  very  great 
value  to  the  department,  and  bis  kindly  demeanor  toward 
sick  and  destitute  applicants  is  held  by  them  in  grateful 
remembrance.

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unless  the  Legislature,  by  a  further  enactment,  shall  provide 
for  their  continuaQce. 

In  view  of  the  advanced  age  and  slender  resources  of  the 
great  majority  of  the  persons  receiving  aid,  and  believing 
that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commonwealth  to  deal  justly, 
and  even  liberally,  with  the  recipients  of  its  bounty,  the 
CommiBsioners  recommend  such  legislatioD  as  will  continue 
the  two  statutes  substantially  as  they  now  exist. 

Bdbiai.  Ezpehsss  of  Indigemt  Soldiers  and  Sailors. 

Under  the  provisions  of  chapter  395,  Acts  of  1889,  there 
were  three  hundred  and  four  (304)  burials  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  in  1892  who  died  without  means  to  defray  funeral 
expenses,  at  an  expense  of  )5,'^95.  These  figures  show  an 
increase  of  sixty-eight  (68)  cases  and  an  increased  expendi- 
ture of  $1,226.44.

The  amouat  to  be  provided  for  by  taxation  is  less  by 
$355,445  77  than  was  the  amount  as  appeal's  by  the  Audi- 
toi^s  estimatea  in  1698,  and  aniess  some  extraordinary 
expenditures  are  authorized  by  the  present  Legislature  a 
direct  State  tax  of  $2,000,000  will  be  ample  for  the  expend- 
itures of  1894. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  iocladed  in  the  estimate 
of  expenses  a  large  item  of  $1,011,000  unexpended  appro- 
priations, a  large  proportion  of  which  will  be  needed  during 
the  present  year  in  meeting  outstanding  claims.  Such  ap- 
propriations are  available  for  two  political  years  and  are 
required  to  form  a  part  of  the  Auditor's  estimates. 
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Some  of  the  expenditares  for  whicb  appropriatioos  were 
made  ia  1893,  remainiag  unexpeoded  Dec.  31,  1893,  are

Mbdfield  Insane  Asylum. 

Chapter  445,  Acts  1890,  provided  for  the  appointment  of 
three  commissioners,  "  with  full  power  to  purchase  or  bond, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  suit- 
able real  estate  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Commonwealth 
consisting  of  not  less  than  three  hundred  acres  of  land* 
suitable  for  all  sanitary  purposes  as  a  site  for  an  asylum  for 
the  chronic  insane,  for  one  thousand  patients."  They  were 
authorized  to  procure  plans,  specifications,  etc.  The  sum 
of  130,000  waa  appropriated,  and  of  this  sum  $22,679.16, 
for  land,  etc.,  was  expended,  and  the  commiasionera  made 
their  report.  By  chapter  425,  Acts  of  1892,  authority  waa 
given  to  build  an  asylum  for  the  chronic  insane  on  the  land 
purchased,  for  one  thousand  patieata,  "  subataotially  in 
accordance  with  the  plans,  specificationa  and  estimates  sub- 
mitted by  the  commidsiooeFS  appointed  uudar  authority  of 
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chapter  445,  Ai;t8  of  1890."  Five  hundred  thousand  doUara 
was  authorized  to  be  paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  meet  the  expense  of  building  said  asylum,  in 
addition  to  any  compensation  and  expenses  of  the  trustees. 
Under  this  Act  the  sum  of  $76,803.19  has  been  expended. 

Acta  1893,  chapter  395,  authorized  a  further  expenditura 
of  $200,000,  making  a  total  of  $700,000  authorized  up  to 
the  present  time  for  building  said  asylum. 

To  meet  these  expenses  will  require  quite  a  large  State 
tax,  possibly  fully  as  much  as  that  of  1893.  In  view  of 
these  facts,  I  would  therefore  suggest  as  to  whether,  in  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  country,  it  would  not  be 
wise  for  the  Legialnture  to  provide  a  loan  for  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  expenses  of  building  this  asylum,  with  a  pio- 
vision  for  a  sinking  fund,  and  also  provide  for  reimburse- 
ment to  the  treasury  of  such  amounts  as  have  already  been 
expended. 

Chapter  425,  section  1,  Acta  of  1892,  provides  for  com- 
pensation for  the  building  committee  up  to  July  I,  1894. 
If  this  is  to  be  continued,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  some 
further  legislation  upon  the  matter. 

State  Printisg. 

Considerable  doubt  having  arisen  in  the  minds  of  Stnte 

officials  as  to  whose  duty  it  was  to  supervise  the  printing 

done  under  a  contract  with  the  Wright  &  Potter  Printing 

Company,  the  following  law  was  passed  by  the  Legisliiture  : 

[Chap.  287.] 
An  Act  relative  to  the  80pbrvi8io(j  of  state  pris-tihq. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  aa  follmoa: 

Section  1.  The  secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  ahall,  in 
addition  to  his  other  duties,  supervise  the  state  printing.  The 
auditor  of  the  CommoDwealth  eball  cauae  to  be  measared  all  the 
printiog  done  under  the  state  printiog  contract,  and  no  billa  for 
printing  sball  be  allowed  unless  they  are  found  to  be  in  strict 
conformity  to  said  contract,  la  order  to  properly  carry  ont  the 
provisions  of  this  act  the  auditor  may  employ  an  expert  in  print- 
ing,  and  may  expend  annually  for  such  aecvioe  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  thoueand  dollars. 

Srction  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  paas^e.     [^j

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In  accordance  with  the  authonty  given  bj  this  act,  the 
auditor  has  employed  an  expert  whose  duty  it  ia  to  measure 
all  the  printing  done  under  the  contract.  This  has  been 
faithfully  clone  and  no  bill  ia  now  allowed  unlesa  it  is  found 
to  be  in  strict  conformity  to  said  contract.  The  arrangement 
bas  worked  well  and  so  far  satis&ctorily  to  all  parties  con- 
cerned, and  the  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  are  fully 
protected. 

The  large  increase  in  the  work  in  this  department  seems 
to  warrant  the  Auditor's  asking  that  the  appropriation  for 
extra  clerical  assistance  be  increased  su£Sciently  to  enable 
the  employment  of  a  type-writer  and  messenger.  The 
amount  allowed  by  law  for  extra  clerical  asaistance  is  now 
$500.  I  would  I'ecommend  that  the  amount  be  increased  to 
12,500  for  the  purposes  above  stated.

This  statement  shows  the  aggregate  amount  of  State  scrip 
now  outstanding,  but  the  actual  debt  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  $11,080,000  less  than  is  named,  viz.:  $23,731,415.55. 
Tbe  deductions  are  made  on  account  of  the  Armory  Loan, 
$1,080,000,  which  Is  to  be  paid  from  a  sinking  fiind  sus- 
tained and  increased  each  year  by  the  taxation  of  the  cities 
in  which  armories  are  located ;  and  the  Metropolitan  Sewer- 
age Loan,  $5,000,000,  which  will  be  paid  by  a  sinking  fund 
created  and  endowed  by  the  taxation  of  the  several  cities  and 
towns  benefited  by  the  sewer.  In  both  cases  the  Common- 
wealth, having  the  credit  and  the  facilities  for  borrowing  at 
better  rates  than  the  towns  and  cities,  provides  the  money 
for  these  enterprises  without  adding  any  general  burden  to 
those  cities  and  towns  not  especially  benefited ;  also  the 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Securities  Loan,  $5,000,000,  principal 
and  interest,  will  be  paid  by  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Com- 
pany bonds,  which,  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company's 
stock,  constitute  the  sinking  fund  established  for  their 
ledemption , 
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During  the  present  year  the  debt  will  be  decreased  to  the 
amount  of  $9,602,148.90.  This  instalment  conaista  of  the

New  Loans  in  1893. 
Amwry  Loan. 

During  the  present  year,  under  the  authority  of  chapter 
384  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1888,  scrip  has  been  issued  to 
the  amount  of  $100,000,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  three 
per  cent,  per  annum,  due  in  1922,  for  the  purpose  of  build- 
ing an  armory  at  Lynn.  The  total  amount  of  scrip  issued 
up  to  Jan.  1.  1894,  for  building  armories  is  $1,080,000, 
and  armories  have  been  erected  in  Boston  (two),  Lawrence, 
Lowell,  Fitchburg,  Worcester  and  Lynn  (which  is  now  ap- 
proaching completion ) . 

The  act  provides  that  the  amount  required  each  year  to 
pay  the  interest  and  sinking  fund  requirements  for  the  loan 
contracted  for  such  armories  shall  be  included  in  and  made 
part  of  the  sum  charged  to  the  city  in  which  such  armory  is 
located,  and  shall  be  assessed  upon  it  in  the  apportionment 
and  assessment  of  its  annual  State  tax  ;  and  the  Ti-easurer  and 
Receiver  General  iihall  in  each  year  notify  each  such  city  of 
the  assessment,  which  amount  shall  be  paid  by  such  city  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  time  required  for 
the  payment  of  its  State  tax, 
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Abolition  op  Gbade  Cbossings  Loan. 

Under  authority  of  chapter  428,  Acts  of  the  year  1890,  a 
loan  has  been  issued  by  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver-General 
for  the  payment  of  the  Commonwealth's  proportion  of 
expenses  in  connection  with  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings 
under  this  and  subsequent  acts.  The  scrip  is  dated  Nov. 
1,  1893,  to  run  for  thirty  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of 
three  and  one-half  per  cent,  jier  annum.  Four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  these  bonds  have  l)een  sold  at  100|,  the 
premium  being  $3,000,  and  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Auditor  in  his  report  last  year  the  revenue 
has  been  reimbursed  to  the  amount  of  $87,056.29,  as  pro- 
vided for  by  chapter  424  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1893. 

The  total  amount  expended  by  the  Commonwealth  for 
grade  crossings  up  to  Jan.  1,  1894,  is  $183,198.26. 

(>f  this  amount  there  will  be  refimded  to  the  Common- 
virealth  under  chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  sum  of 
$5,238.16. 

Chapter  433  of  the  Acts  of  1892  provides-  for  the  abolition 
of  certain  grade  crossings  of  the  Boston  and  Providence 
Railroad  Corporation  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  also  for  an 
issue  of  stock  from  time  to  time,  by  the  Old  Colony  Rail- 
road Corporation,  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,000  to  meet  the 
necessary  expenses  thereof. 

This  act  provides  that  the  Commonwealth  shall  repay  to 
said  railroad  corporation  forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  cost 
incurred,  and  the  city  of  Boston  shall  repay  to  the  Com- 
monwealth thirty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  repaid  by  the 
Commonwealth  to  said  railroad  corporation,  in  twenty  equal 
annual  payments  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent,  of  said 
amount,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  Commonwealth  has  issued  scrip  for  the  purpose  of  pay- 
ing for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  at  the  rate  of  three 
and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum .  It  would  seem  proper  that 
the  city  of  Boston  should  repay  as  provided  for  in  this  act, 
with  at  least  the  same  rate  of  interest  that  the  scrip  carries. 
I  would  therefore  recommend  that  chapter  433  of  the  Acts 
of  1892  be  amended  so  that  the  interest  shall  be  at  a  rate  not 
exc«^ing  four  per  cent,  per  annum. 
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FiTOHBURG    HaiLHOAD    SECURITIES    LoAN. 

During  the  year  1894  the  Bounty  Loan  Bonds  amount- 
ing to  $8,402,148.90,  Troy  &  Greenfield  Railroad  Bonds 
amounting  to  $300,000  and  Danvers  Lunatic  Hospital  Loan 
Bonds  amounting  to  $900,000,  in  all  $9,602,148.90  become 
due,  and  it  was.necessary  that  some  action  should  be  taken 
for  the  proper  disposal  of  the  securities  in  the  seyerat  sink- 
ing funds  pledged  for  the  redemption  of  the  bonds,  in  order 
to  secure  the  money  for  the  payment  thereof. 

Among  these  securities  are  the  bonds  of  the  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company,  issued  in  1887,  running  fifty  years  and 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent,  for  first  five 
years,  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  the  second  five  years  and 
four  per  cent,  for  the  remainder  of  the  time.  In  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  country  it  did  not  seem  good  policy 
to  put  these  bonds  on  the  market,  therefore,  the  Legislature 
of  1893  enacted  the  following  law  :  — 

[Chap.  408.] 
Ah  Act  relating  to  the  Stock  and  Bonds  of  the  Fitchbdbs 

Railboad  Company  held  by  the  Cohhon wealth. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  treasurer  and  receiver  geoerat,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall,  uader  the  direction 
of  the  governor  and  council,  issue  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  in 
the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  under  its  seal,  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding  five  million  dollars,  for  a  term  uot  ex- 
ceeding twenty  years.  Said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be 
issued  as  registered  bonds  or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  and 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  per  centnro  per 
annum,  payable  semi-aDnually,  in  gold  coin  or  its  equivalent,  on 
the  first  days  of  February  and  August  in  each  year.  Such  scrip 
or  certificates  of  debt  shall  be  designated  on  their  face  as  the 
Fitchbui^  Railroad  Securities  Loan  ;  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
governor,  and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  Commonwealth,  redeemable  at  the  time  specified  therein,  in 
gold  coin  or  its  equivalent,  and  shall  be  sold  and  disposed  of  by 
public  auction,  or  iu  such  other  mode,  and  at  such  times  and 
prices,  and  in  such  amounts,  and  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  ex- 
ceeding four  per  centum  per  aaaum,  as  the  governor  and  council 
sbal)  deem  best. 
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Sect.  2.  The  proceeds  of  the  Bales  of  the  scrip  or  certificates 
of  debt  mentioned  in  section  oae  shall  be  used  to  purchase  at  par, 
trom  the  several  fuods  of  which  the,v  form  a  part,  the  bonds  of 
the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Compaoj,  which  were  received  in  paymeat 
for  the  Hoosac  tunnel  and  Troy  and  Greenfield  railroad;  which 
bonds  so  purchased  together  with  the  common  stock  of  said  Fitch- 
bnrg  Railroad  Company,  owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be 
set  apart  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Securi- 
ties  Sinking  Fund ;  and  said  bonds  and  stock  shall  be  held  aa  a 
sinking  fund  to  redeem  the  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt  provided 
for  in  section  one,  at  maturity. 

Sect.  3.  The  income  of  said  bonds  and  stock  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  scrip  or  certificates  of  debt, 
and  in  case  said  income  is  more  than  sufficient  in  any  year  to  pay 
said  interest  the  excess  shall  be  added  to  the  income  of  the 
Massachusetts  school  fund  for  that  year,  and  in  case  in  any  year 
the  income  is  insufficient  to  pay  said  interest,  the  deQciency  shall 
be  payable  from  any  money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appro* 
priated. 

Sect.  4.  The  sinking  fund  established  by  this  act  shall  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  of  the  Common- 
wealth, as  other  funds,  but  the  secnrities  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  control  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  governor,  the 
lieutenant  governor  and  the  treasarer  and  receiver  general,  who 
shall,  in  all  cases  wherein  said  securities  have  a  voting  power  at 
any  meeting  of  said  corporation,  determine  by  whom,  and  what 
way,  such  voting  power  shall  be  exercised.  Said  committee  shall 
manage  and  control  the  common  stock  herein  refeiTcd  to  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Commonwealth  and  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and 
particularly  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  merging  or  consolidation  of 
said  railroad  with,  or  its  control  by,  any  parallel  or  competing 
line,  and  to  maintain  the  line  of  said  company  permanently  as  an 
independent  line  from  Boston  to  points  in  New  York  State. 

Sect.  5.  The  securities  held  in  the  sinking  fund  herein  estab- 
lished shall  not  be  sold  or  exchanged  except  by  authority  of  the 
governor  and  council. 

Sect.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [4p- 
proved  June  3, 1893. 

Under  authority  of  this  act  the  Treasurer  and  Receiver 
General  has  leaned  scrip  in  accordance  with  the  terms  thereof, 
to  the  amount  of  15,000,000,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
three  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  anQum,  to  run  twenty  years, 
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whicb  were  sold  at  $103.17  — bringing  a  premium  of  $158,- 
850  —  and  a  sinking  fund  has  been  established,  and  from 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale,  $1,500,000  of  Fitchburg  Railroad 
Bonds  pnrchased  from  the  Troy  &  Greenfield  R.R.  Loan 
Sinking  Fund  and  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  R.R.  Loan  Sink- 
ing Fund  has  been  put  into  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Securities 
Loan  Sinking  Fund,  with  which  the  remainder  of  the  bonds 
of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  now  in  other  funds,  and 
the  stock  of  said  company  owned  by  the  Commonwealth 
shall  constitute  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  said 
scrip  as  provided  for  by  said  act. 

The  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Loan, 
authorized  by  chapter  439,  Acts  of  1889,  has  been  increased 
during  the  year  by  the  issue  of  scrip  to  the  amount  of 
$579,000.00.  The  total  amount  of  scrip  now  issued  is 
$5,000,000.00.  This  loan  bears  interest  at  three  per  c«ntum 
per  annum,  and  is  due  in  forty  years  from  its  date.  The 
whole  amount  of  scrip  authorized  to  be  issued  was  five 
millions  of  dollars. 

The  scrip  issued  under  this  law  ia  to  be  paid  by  a  sinking 
fund  increased  each  year  l>y  aasessments  upon  the  aeveral 
cities  and  towns  benefited  by  the  act. 

The  balance  available  for  the  work  was,  Jan.  1,  1894, 
$955,473.08. 

It  is  expected  that  the  work  on  this  system  of  sewerage 
will  be  finished  and  the  sewers  in  full  operation  some  time 
during  the  year  1895.  The  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Com- 
missioners in  their  report  recommend  an  additional  issue  of 
scrip  to  the  amount  of  $500,000.00  to  finish  and  fiilly  equip 
the  system. 

Metropolitan  Parks  Loan, 
By  authority  of  chapter  407  of  the  Acta  of  the  year  1893, 
the  Treasurer  and  Receiver  General  was  authorized,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  to  issue  scrip 
or  certificates  of  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
$1,000,000.00  for  a  term  not  exceeding  forty  years,  with  in- 
terest not  exceeding  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  meet  ex- 
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pensea  to  be  incurred  under  the  provision  of  an  "  Act  to 
establish  a  Metropolitan  Park  Commission, "  who  are  given 
aathority  to  acquire,  maintain  and  make  available  to  the 
inhabitants  of  a  district  which  shall  extend  to  and  may  be 
exercised  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Cambridge,  Chelsea,  Ever- 
ett, Lynn,  Maiden,  Medford,  Newton,  Quincy,  Somerrille, 
Waltham  and  Wobum,  and  in  the  towns  of  Arlington,  Bel- 
mont, Braintree,  Brookline,  Canton,  Dedhum,  Dover,  Hiog- 
ham,  Hull,  Hyde  Park,  Melrose,  Milton,  Nahant,  Needham, 
Revere,  Saugus,  Stoneham,  Swampscott,  Wakefield,  Water- 
town,  Wellesley,  Weston,  Weymouth,  Winchester  and 
Winthrop ;  which  cities  and  towns  shall  constitute  the 
Metropolitan  Parke  District  for  the  purpose  of  creating  open 
tipaces  for  exercise  and  recreation. 

The  amount  of  money  required  each  year  from  each  city 
and  town  of  the  Metropolitan  Parka  District  to  meet'the  in- 
terest, sinking  fund  requirement  and  expenses  aforesaid  for 
each  year,  and  deficiency,  if  any,  shall  be  estimated  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
poi*tion  determined  by  the  commission  appointed  by  the 
supreme  judicial  court  as  provided  in  section  10,  and  shall 
be  included  in  and  made  a  part  of  the  sum  charged  to  such 
city  or  town,  and  be  assessed  upon  it  in  the  apportionment 
and  assessment  of  its  annual  State  tax ;  and  said  Treasurer 
shall  in  each  year  notify  each  city  and  town  of  the  amount 
of  such  assessment,  and  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  city 
or  town  into  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth  at  the  time 
required  for  the  payment  and  as  a  part  of  its  State  tax. 

No  scrip  has  been  issued,  although  the  Commission  have 
been  at  work  and  have  expended  during  the  present  year 
for  salaries,  office  rent  and  other  expenses  the  sum  of 
$9,595.41,  They  have  also  taken  under  authority  of  the  act 
considerable  land,  and  this  loan  will  probably  be  issued 
early  in  the  year  1894. 

State  House  Lqan,  1901. 

This  loan  has  been  increased  the  present  year  by  the  issue 

of  scrip  to  the  amount  of  1605,000.     This  was  necessary  to 

carry  out  the.  provision  of  chapteirs  4Q4  aiid  438  of  the  Acts 
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of  the  yenr  1892,  which  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  land 
and  buildings  on  the  east  Hide  of  the  State  House  extensions 
bounded  by  Deme  and  Bowdoin  streets  and  Beacon  Hill 
Place  ;  also  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  chapters  129  and 
325  of  Acts  of  1893,  which  provides  for  the  improvement  of 
the  grounds,  laying  out  parks,  etc.,  and  finishing  ready  for 
occupancy  the  extension.  The  total  scrip  issued  for  this 
purpose  is  tl, 435,000  ($935,000  at  3  per  cent.,  1500,000  at 
3^  per  cent.),  which  also  includes  the  payment  for  the  land 
on  which  the  extension  stands,  as  well  as  the  land  and  build- 
ings which  were  taken  on  Temple  Street. 

There  has  been  received  in  addition  &om  income  on  in- 
vestments, renta  of  houses  and  sale  of  old  material  the  sum 
of  $11,789.89,  and  from  an  appropriation  authorized  by 
chapter  409  of  the  Acta  of  the  year  1890  the  sum  of 
$1,135.92,  making  the  total  amount  available  up  to  Jan.  1, 
1894,  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  these  various  acts,  the 
sum  of  $1,447,925.81,  of  which  there  has  been  expended 
the  sum  of  $1,008,428.86  —  leaving  a  balance  now  of 
$439,496.95  available. 

State  House  CoNSTRucriON  Loan. 
This  loan  was  issued  in  1889  and  1890,  and  was  for 
$2,500,000  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  State  House 
Extension,  so  called.  The  amount  expended  up  to  Jan.  1, 
1894,  is  $1,795,430.66,  leaving  a  balance  of  $704,569.34 
available.

Bounty  Loan  Sinking  Fund. 
The  Bounty  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  Bounty  Loan  Scrip  which  matures  May  1,  1894,  was 
established  under  authority  of  chapter  313  of  ffie  Acte  of 
1864,  and  the  law  provided  for  the  payment  into  said  sinking 
fund — firat,  all  dividends  which  may  be  received  upon  the 
7,716  shares  which  were  then  held  by  the  Commonwealth  in 
the  Western  Railroad ;  second,  all  receipts  from  the  sales  of 
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Back  Bay  laoda,  less  expenses  of  comiDissJoners  and  of  fill- 
ing, including  the  portion  that  was  then  by  law  payable  into 
the  Massachusetts  School  Fund,  also  all  net  receipts  from 
sales  of  other  public  lands,  nut  already  appropriated  for 
specific  purposes ;  third,  in  case  the  receipts  in  any  fiscal 
year  did  not  amount  to  a  sum  equal  to  3  per  cent,  of  the 
total  amount  of  scrip  issued,  there  should  he  raised  by  taxa- 
tion a  sum  equal  to  the  difference. 

This  scrip  was  issued  to  pay  bounties  to  Massachusetts 
volunteers.     The  loan  will  be  paid  in  full  May  1,  1894. 

By  authority  of  various  Inwa  passed  in  1862  and  1863, 
money  due  soldiers  for  bounties  was  deposited  in  the  treas- 
ury of  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  sol- 
dier entitled  to  the  same.  In  1882,  under  authority  of 
chapter  112  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1882,  the  sum  of  $46,- 
336.80,  standing  on  the  books  of  the  treasurer  to  the  credit 
of  Massachusetts  volunteers,  returned  allotments  and  allot- 
ment rolls,  was  transferred  to  the  Bounty  Loan  Sinking 
Fund,  with  the  provision  that  any  person  entitled  to  receive 
any  sum  from  the  treasurer  from  these  credits,  under 
existing  laws,  may  file  his  claim  with  the  Auditor,  who 
shall  examine  the  same,  and,  if  satisfied  as  to  the  validity 
of  the  claim,  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Governor  and 
Council.  Warrant  therefor  and  payment  thereof  shall 
thereupon  be  made  as  in  case  of  other  lawful  payments  from 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.  One  claim  of  this  kind 
has  been  paid  during  the  present  year.  I  would  suggest  to 
the  General  Court  some  legislation  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment in  the  future  of  such  claims  as  may  arise  of  this 
nature,  either  by  transfer  of  so  much  of  the  above  amount 
as  remains  in  the  Bounty  Loan  Sinking  Fund  to  some  other 
sinking  fund,  or  by  annual  appropriations  therefor,  or  by  the 
establishment  of  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "  Massachusetts 
Volunteers  Fund,"  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  expressed 
in  chapter  112  of  1882,  referred  to. 
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Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  Loan  Sinkiko  asd 
Other  Funds. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Bail- 
road  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  maturing  in  1900,  the  Bountj- 
Loan  Sinking  Fund,  maturing  in  1894,  and  the  Troy  & 
Greenfield  Railroad  Loan  Sinking  Fund,  maturing  in  1897, 
are  now  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  their  respective  loans.

—  which,  together  with  the  future  incomes,  may  therefore 
he  carried  to  other  sinking  funds,  as  provided  for  by  chap- 
ter 259  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  that  need  additional  endowment 
to  pay  their  bonds  at  maturity.  Under  this  act  quite  a  large 
amount  has  already  been  transferred  to  the  Prison  and  Hos- 
pital Loan  Sinking  Fund,  whose  bonds  mature  in  1897. 
That  loan  now  amounts  to  $3,899,355.50  (which  includes 
scrip  issued  for  building  the  Massachusetts  Reformatory, 
Reformatory  Prison  for  Women,  Danvers  Lunatic  Hospital 
and  Worcester  Lunatic  Hospital),  while  the  sinking  fund 
for  the  redemption  of  the  same  amounts  to  $3,109,91)0.43. 
Any  deficit  can  easily  be  provided  for  out  of  the  above 
surplus. 

The  State  House  Loan,  due  in  1901,  and  the  State  House 
Construction  Loan,  due  in  1909,  are  to  be  provided  for  by 
sinking  funds,  for  which  funds  a  certain  amount  is  raised 
annually  by  taxation  and  paid  into  said  sinking  funds,  as 
provided  for  by  chapter  394  of  the  Acta  of  1889  and  chapter 
224  of  the  Acts  of  1891. 

The  Armory  Loan  and  Metropolitan  Sewerage  Loan  are 
provided  with  sinking  funds,  which  are  maintained  by  yearly 
assessments  upon  the  cities  and  towns  benefited  thereby. 

The  Fit(ftburg  Railroad  Securities  Loan  Sinking  Fund 
will  take  care  of  itself,  being  made  up  of  the  Fitchburg 
Baili'oad  Company's  bonds  and  stock. 
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AbolitioD  of  Grade  Crossings  Loan  Sinking  Fund.  No 
provision  has  been  made  for  maintaining  this  sinking  fund, 
other  than  the  payment  into  the  sumo  of  the  premium 
received  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds.  Chuptcr  424  of  the 
Acts  of  the  year  1893  provides  that  "  the  amount  necessary 
to  meet  the  annua]  sinking  fund  requirements  and  to  pay  the 
intereiit  on  said  bonds  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  from 
year  to  year."  The  amount  necessary,  as  herein  provided, 
will  appear  in  the  Auditor's  estimates  of  the  present  year.
